1. AMBASSADOR BAROODY TOLD ME YESTERDAY HE HAS GO-AHEAD

RESOLUTION BUT IS INSTRUCTED TO VOTE YES ON IT AND TO HELP 
SOUTH KOREANS. BAROODY SAID HE WILL DO THIS. HE ALSO THINKS 
HE WILL HAVE TROUBLE PERSUADING GULF STATES' REPS BECAUSE OF 
"NEW GENERATION OF LEADERS WHO FEEL STRONGLY ABOUT KOREA." 

2. COMMENT: I AM WORRIED THAT CONTINUED SOUTH KOREAN EFFORTS 
TO PRESSURE SAUDI ARABIA INTO COSPONSORSHIP MAY BACKFIRE. 
BAROODY, AS WE ALL KNOW, IS STUBBORN AND TEMPERAMENTAL AND 
RESENTS ABOVE ALL INDIRECT PRESSURE ON HIM THROUGH THE KING. 
AT USUN WE REMEMBER VERY WELL THE PROBLEM HE CAUSED 

AT THE 27TH UNGA ON THE 25 PER CENT ISSUE. AMB BENNETT 
HAS ALREADY CONVEYED OUR CONCERN TO KOREAN AMB PARK. 

AT MY MEETING WITH ROK VICE FOREIGN MINISTER LHO THIS 
AFTERNOON, I REPEATED OUR CONCERN (SEPTEL). I URGE THAT 
AMB SNEIDER MAKE THE SAME POINT WITH ROK FONMIN KIM. 
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
